If the indemnity were cut and the mem- 
bership left at the present figure the sav- 
ing in indemnities would be $31,500 per 
session, or $126,000 during the life of a 
legislature. 

If the membership were reduced and 
the indemnity cut, the wage bill of the 
law-making bedy would go down $71,500 
per session, or $286,000 in the four-year 
term. 

To cut down the indemnity is a simple 
enough matter on paper, All the members 
have to do is agree, in a majority, to ac 
cept the cut. That has been done on oc- 
casion both in the federal parliament and 
in provincial legislatures. 

To reduce the membership is not so 
practicable as it looks. That has been at- 
tempted in the past in several of the pro- 
vincial legislatures, but it has never yet 
been done. Two years ago the legislature 
of Alberta started out to reduce its mem- 
bership of 60 by two, but wound up with 
an increase of three. Perhaps there are 
twenty members of the present house who 
would be willing to see their constituencies 
struck out and their own political careers 
ended, but it is to be doubted. 

That the prospective savings from 
either or both then proposals w ould w ork 
out as per schedule is equally doubtful 
Legislators usually find ways to spend 
with one hand what they save with the 
other. Maybe the legislature of Alberta 
is about to show us that it is an exception 
to the rule. If so, the taxpayers will be 
agreeably surprised.
